Immediate  requests  would  be  sent  In  ae  uaaal  through  the  Direct  Air 
Ro-uast  Net  (DARN)j  however,  prior  to  submitting  an  immediate  request  the  airborne 
FM  would  check  with  Issue  Control  (TACP,  25th  Infantry  Division)  for  possible  diver¬ 
sion  of  an  airbrone  flight.  This  diversion  of  airborne  aircraft  from  a  lower  prior¬ 
ity  preplanned  target  to  a  high  priority  immediate  target  is  standard  practice  in 
large  operations  and  is  highly  desireehle  for  it  outs  reaction  time  considerably, 
thereby  greatly  enhancing  the  overall  effectiveness  of  close  air  support.  Cn  several 
occasions  during  the  operation,  tactioal  fighter  aircraft  were  over  a  target  deliver¬ 
ing  ordnance  less  than  ten  minutee  fra#  the  time  of  the  request. 

The  Bleckh  arse  Tactical  Air  Control  Party  (TACP)  deployed  with  the  TOC  and  was 
operational  at  both  of  the  forward  CP's  used  for  the  operation.  Both  FAC  aircraft 
and  fighter  aircraft  used  to  support  the  regiment  were  coordinated  and  controlled 
by  this  facility.  FAC  0-1  aircraft  escorted  all  Blaokhorae  o envoys  anroute  to  and 
from  the  operational  ares  and  provided  full  daylight  hour  ooversge  over  the  ares  with 
night  coverage  available  an  request  throughout  the  operation.  Full  FAC  o overage  was 
also  supplied  to  the  2nd  Squadron  whioh  had  remained  at  LONO  QIAO  as  the  base  oaq> 
security  element,  diving  full  FAC  ov  rage  at  tiro  Widely  separated  Inflations  taxed 
the  limited  resouroes  of  the  TACPj  however,  through  tight  scheduling  oontrol  and  the 
mudmm  use  of  resouroes  all  requirements  were  met. 

Due  to  the  distance  of  the  operational  area  frem  the  normal  operating  location 
of  the  TACP,  0-1  aircraft,  the  efljcraft  and  pilots  deployed  to  DAU  TTKJO  and  operated 
fren  that  location  throughout  tbs  operation. 

The  FAC  and  Tactical  Air  oorerage  provided  during  the  operation  were  of  the  high¬ 
est  quality  and  provided  a  major  contribution  toward  the  suocsss  of  the  mission.

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(X)  The  area  of  operations  (AO)  for  JUNCTION  CUT  I  has  long  been 
considered  a  Viet  Cong  eafe  haven,  containing  numerous  base  oaag»,  hospital  fac¬ 
ilities,  training  sites,  and  supply  facilities.  Except  for  C1D0  operations  and 
Operation  ATTIZBCEC  the  area  haa  been  relatively  untouched  by  FVBAF,  COBVN,  controls 
ling  headquarters  for  all  politioal  and  military  activities  in  South  Vietnam,  ia 
known  to  have  agencies  within  the  AO,  The  major  headquarters  of  C06VN  is  believed 
to  be  operating  from  within  Ctonbodlan  territory,  with  important  subordinate  elements 
operating  along  the  border, 

(2)  Host  Viet  Cong  facilities  in  the  AO  are  believed  to  contain  ex¬ 
tensive  underground  ocmplexea.  Reliable  reporta  indicate  the  Viet  Cong  have  made  a 
concerted  effort  to  improve  their  defenses  since  Operation  ATTIZBCRO.

Additionally,  a 
map  captured  by  Projeot  Sigma  and  a  ralller  who  had  been  to  CCSVN  HQ  indiostes  that 
elements  of  the  headquarters  are  located  vicinity  XT  Li637«

(early  1966)  to  War  Zone  "C",  is  more  prevalent,  Prisoners  of  War,  ralliers,  and 
documents  oeptured  during  engagements  with  elements  of  the  division  have  provided 
fairly  accurate  hard  intelligence  dats  on  the  division  and  its  current  l-'oationa 
and  structure.

The  correlation  between  reported  and  dis¬ 
covered  installations  was  not  nearly  as  apparent  as  during  Operation  CEDAR  FAILS 
t.  ~e  88.1)1  of  these  facilities  found  fell  within  $00  meters  of  a  reported  instal¬ 
lation.  Much  of  this  oan  be  attributed  to  tbe  lack  of  sufficient  detailed  reports 
on  War  Zone  *C*  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the  terrain  which  undoubtedly  prevented 
units  frem  readily  uncovering  Installations  without  a  thorough,  time  consuming 
search*  The  correlation  is  still  high  enough  to  warrant  detailed  consideration  of 
the  Viet  Cong  Installation  List  when  targeting  for  or  searching  during  operations.

Vietnamese  intelligence  channels.  Daily  lntalliganee  was  obtained  frcn  IV  irrterw 
rogation  reports  and  ground  (ambush  and  sniper  patrols)  and  aerial  reoonnaiae'xioe 
activities.  Reconnai seance  operations  were  also  supplemented  by  night  vision 
devioes.  Cnly  one  Rsd  Haze  mission  was  flown  in  stq^iort  of  the  regiment  during  the 
operation.  Captured  ensny  documents  also  provided  information  particularly  concern, 
ing  the  Viet  Cong's  organisation  and  order  of  battle. 

d.  Terrain  analysis. 

(1)  General. 

The  area  of  interest  for  Operation  JONCTIOi  CUT  I,  known  as  W.«T 
joie  nc",  is  located  north  of  the  city  of  TAT  KTNH  in  TAT  HUH  Province.  It  Is  bor¬ 
dered  on  the  north  and  west  by  the  Cambodian  border  and  Highway  13  to  the  east. 

(2)  Observation. 

Observation  throughout  the  area  is  largely  dependent  upon  vegeta¬ 
tion.  In  those  areas  where  rice  is  fp'oun  the  observation  is  good  during  this  period. 
Areas  of  dry  crops  and  grasslands  are  to  be  found  scattered  throughout  the  area  and 
in  these  regions  observation  may  range  from  good  to  poor.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
area  the  observation  is  poor  both  ground  and  aerial,  due  to  dense  undergrowth  and 
forests. 


(3)  Fields  of  Fire. 

Fields  of  fire  axe  extremely  limited  in  areas  of  dense  forest  and 
heavy  ...vder growth.  The  rice  growing  and  dry  crop  areas  offsr  the  best  fields  of 
fire.  The  dikes  in  the  rioe  growing  regions  limit  fields  of  fire  somewhat  for  flat 
trajectory  weapons.  Weapons  positioned  on  Hui  Ba  Den  oontrol  the  approaches  to  this 
feoture  very  effectively.  The  only  limitations  to  fields  of  fire  for  high  traject¬ 
ory  weapons  are  the  reverse  slopes  of  Hui  Ba  Den. 

(U)  Cover. 

Individuals  and  small  unit?  r.cy  obtain  oarer  from  flat  trajectory 
weapons  by  utilising  the  rioe  paddy  dikes,  shell  enters,  and  ravines.  The  princi¬ 
pal  cover  afforded  frcn  high  angle  fire  weapons  are  oaves  in  Hui  Ba  Dan  and  exten- 
alve  bunker  and  trench  systems  located  throughout  the  area. 

(5)  Concealment. 

AH  forested  arena  offer  good  ooooealment  from  both  ground  and  air 
observation.  Concealment  in  bamboo  Areas  is  considered  good,  from  ground  observa¬ 
tion.  The  Mall  villages  located  WLusin  the  area  offer  good  ococe almost  for  small 
foot  mobile  unite. 

(6)  Obstacles. 

Dense  forests  and  bamboo  In  the  central  and  aastern  portions  of 
the  area  are  formidable  obstacles  to  both  foot  and  vehicle  movement.  The  mull 
streams  in  the  aastern  portion  «r*  fordable  by  foot  troops.  Rice  growlzg  areas  do 
rfot  present  obstacles  to  eiUte?  foot  troops  or  armor  and  the  mountain  can  bo  used 
as  a  weapons  base  to  interdiot  any  routes  within  range. 

(?)  Movement. 

Tbs  area  as  •  whole  provided  only  poor  to  unsuitable  terrain  far 
croes-oountry  movement.  During  the  period  Hu  vlier  thru  April,  orese-ccustry  move¬ 
ment  for  tracked  vehicles  is  locally  good.  Dense  undergrowth  is  nor  ally  the  only 
limiting  factor.  Fra*  May  to  October,  croes-oountry  movement  far  tracked  vehicles 
is  primarily  limited  to  roads  and  well  drained  trails. 
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(6)  Terrain  Feature#.

12.  (U)  Administrative  Matters. 

a.  General.  Plano  formulated  for  JUNCTION  CITY  I  proved  to  be  adequate, 
resupply  activities  kept  pace  with  consumption  rates  while  replacement  personnel 
continued  to  fulfill  the  dally  needs  of  the  Blackbcrse.  During  Phase  I  (18-22  Feb¬ 
ruary)  support  for  all  classes  of  supply  was  provided  by  the  25th  Infantry  Division 
from  Bupply  points  In  their  bane  camp  at  CU  CHI.  From  23  February  to  the  termination 
of  JUNCTION  CITY  I  (15  March;  logietical  euppcrt  was  provided  from  1st  Loglstioal 
Demand  Forward  Supply  Areas  at  ZT2867  and  liter  at  TRAI  BI  {IT1270). 


Personnel  activities  were  split  with  the  initial  processing  and  transmitting 
of  casualty  information  from  the  forward  aree  back  to  the  regimental  base  camp. 

The  quantity  of  [Hperwork  dictated  the  requirement  for  it  to  be  processed  from  the 
baee  camp  to  higher  headquarters.  Consequently,  all  final  action  personnel  and 
administrative  matters  were  conducted  from  the  base  camp. 

b.  Logistics. 

(1)  Resupply: 

Both  ground  transport  and  aerial  delivery  were  used.  Ground 
transportetion  was  primarily  used  to  move  155mm  ammunition  over  a  secured  route  to 
the  firs  support  bases.

(a)  Limited  radio  contact  via  AM  voioe  and  RTT  relay  through  LONG 
BINH  necessitated  ertencivs  use  of  land  line  ccfmminicatlan.  Heavy  daytime  traffic 
virtually  precluded  establishing  contact  with  the  forward  S-l  elements,  therefore 
most  casualty  reports  and  strength  reports  were  fad  to  the  rear  area  at  night  and 
relayed  to  higher  hoadquartsrs.  Due  to  communications  difficulties,  the  majority 

of  these  reports  were  late. 

(b)  Another  problem  was  the  frequent  diva  reion  by  hither  headquaiw 
tere  of  the  Caribou  aircraft  scheduled  for  oouriar  runs.  When  this  aircraft  was  di¬ 
verted,  it  became  necessary  fer  tactical  aircraft  to  be  pressed  into  service  by  the 
regiment  to  mc/va  personnel,  equipment  and  mall  to  and  from  the  forward  area. 

(o)  Due  to  lack  of  cooperation  fren  medical  facilities  treating 
wounded  personnel  evacuated  free  the  oenbat  area  and  tha  reluotarco  of  medical  per¬ 
sonnel  to  divulge  Information  over  the  telephone  on  the  status  of  wounded  personnel.

Ideally,  two  enlisted  personnel  (medical  M06 ) 
should  be  In  each  facility  to  obtain  the  necessary  information  regarding  casualties 
and  relay  it  to  this  headquarters.  Two  personnel  at  each  hospital  are  required  In 
order  to  maintain  2U-hour  operation.  However,  the  regiment  does  not  have  adequate 
resources  of  medical  personnel  to  fulfill  this  need.  During  Operation  JUNCTION  CITT  I, 
personnel  of  the  regiment  were  evacuated  to  nine  different  hospitals,  including  one 
as  fer  away  from  the  operational  area  as  VUNQ  TAU,  If  casualties  are  to  be  dispersed 
to  suoh  a  wide  variety  of  hospitals,  it  would  beoome  neoaseary  to  deploy  aa  many  as 
18  or  20  qualified  medics  to  liaison  duty  in  hospitals.  During  Operation  JUNCTION 
CITX  I,  after  the  initial  wave  of  casualties  leveled  off,  this  problem  oould  be 
handled  with  a  three  man  team  stationed  at  the  evacuation  hospital  nearest  to  tin, 
operational  area.  However,  If  the  number  of  casualties  rises  to  the  same  high  level 
experienced  early  in  Operation  JUNCTION  CUT  I,  this  organisation  would  probably 
have  cl so  malfunctioned.  There  appears  to  be  no  viable  solution  to  the  problem,  of 
the  lack  of  return  information  to  the  regiment  from  the  medical  evacuation  system 
on  the  status  of  the  regiment's  wounded,  short  of  stationing  a  oasualty  reporting 
team  in  each  servicing  hospital  when  s  large  number  of  casualties  are  expected. 

(3)  With  regard  to  maintenance  of  morale,  daily  mail  deli  vary  and  the 
perlodfo  transport  of  beer  and  soft  drinks  was  made  to  the  forward  area  by  aircraft. 
Additionally,  Red  Cross  SRAO  girls  were  transported  forward  regularly  to  entertain 
elements  of  the  command  not  la  Immediate  contact  with  hostile  forces. 

(U)  The  only  unusual  activity  undertaken  during  tbs  operation  was  a 
daily  helioqpter  liaison  flight  to  tha  forward  area  by  .the  regimental  adjutant  or  his 
representative.  Such  a  flight  enabled  the  adjutant  to  fully  Inform  tte  oamander  and 
executive  officer  of  S-l  activities,  and  provided  aoceseoxy  personnel  service^  advice 
and  Information  to  ether  members  of  the  regimental  and  squadron  staffs. 

13.  (U)  SPECIAL  EQUIPMENT  AM)  TECHNIQUES , 

Tha  only  special  equipment  utilised  on  JUNCTION  CITT  I  was  tha  om^xcyment  of 
riot  oontrol  agents.  See  paragraph  6d  for  evaluation  of  results  and  method  of  employ, 
ment. 

lli.  (C)  CQMAMDER'S  ANA.UC3IS. 

Operation  JUPETIW  Cm  I  reaffirmed  lessons  pirvously  learned  on  Operations 
ATLANTA  and  CEDAR  FALLS,  Tha  unique  dual  oomU,i  capability  of  tha  Blackballs  Regiment's 
Modified  TCKeE  -  the  ahUlty  to  move  fast  and  the  capability  to  oonduct  detailed  search 
and  daatrov  operations  -  was  clearly  demonstrated  during  the  operation.  During  Phase 
n  the  maneuver  squadrons  moved  north  In  the  attack  and  o beared  the  area  aa  they  moved. 
Pha  dlstanoe  moved  by  ths  right  flank  squadron  the  first  day  was  over  20  KM. 

Whan  Phase  HI  began  on  D*2,  tha  maneuver  squadrons  settled  deem  to  detailed 
search  and  destroy  operations.  The  suocess  achieved  by  the  squadrons  in  the  search 
and  destroy  phase  of  the  operation  is  shown  by  their  discovery  of  large  numbers  of 
enemy  base  camps,  medical  facilities  and  fortified  positions. 
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The  value  of  umar  protection  of  t '.ghtlng  personnel  was  strikingly  Shaun  during 
the  heavy  and  oloee-ln  fighting  one  squadron  experienced  as  it  fought  its  way  Into 
a  tenaciously  defended  TC  Base  Car?),  For  an  entire  afternoon  the  three  troops  man* 
us ve ring  In  the  area  were  exposed  to  Intense  mall  arms  fire,  recoilless  rifle  fire; 
and  anfcUtank  rocket  fire«  During  the  fight,  friendly  air  strikes  and  the  fire  of 
sight  artillery  batteries  were  placed  In  the  area.  Had  the  Blaokhoree  Troopers  not 
had  armor  protection  they  would  have  taken  more  casualties  than  the  wounded  actually 
suffered  (Ko  KHA).  In  addition  friendly  artillery  and  air  strikes  could  not  have 
been  employed  In  close  support  without  the  protection  afforded  by  armored  vehicle  a. 

Much  of  the  area  of  operation  was  heavy  Jungle,  ync  the  tanks  end  ACAV'e  of  the 
HLackhorse  were  able  to  maneuver  virtually  at  will.  The  rapid  employment  of  AVID's 
enabled the  armored  vehicles  to  maintain  the  momentum  of  the  attack  and  maneuver  in 
the  three  areas  where  stream  crossing  assistance  was  required. 

During  Operation  JTH CTIOH  CIH  I  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Feglwnt  marked  effect¬ 
ively  with  attached  infantry  battalions,  The  armored  cavalry  squadrons  and  the  mech¬ 
anized  Infantry  battalions  performed  well  as  maneuver  elements  of  the  regiment. 

The  enemy's  use  of  anti-tank  weapons  was  more  pronounced  than  on  any  previous 
operation.  A  total  of  twenty-:,  armored  vnhiol.ee  struck  mines  during  the  operation* 
In  addition,  reooUlaaa  rifle  a,  RPO-2  if  oc kata  and  anti-tank  grenades  were  used  frequent¬ 
ly  against  HLaokhorse  tanks  and  ACAV's.  Noteworthy,  however,  is  the  fact  that,  despite' 
the.  heavy  concentration  of  anti-tank  weapons,  only  four  armored  vehicles  were  destroyed 
by  enesy  anti-tank  weapons. 

The  stubborn  defense  of  their  base  camp  by  the  VC  ou  12  March  le  worthy  of 
comment.  The  VC  enjoyed  wall  planned  defenses,  and  sturdily  built  forUflcattons. 

They  were  engaged  by  the  equally  determined  men  of  the  Dlaokhoree,  yet  the  enemy 
do- arise,  pounded  ty  air  and  artillery,  did  not  fail.  The  VC  defenders  fought  ooolly 
and  stubbornly.  This  engagement  was  the  most  prolonged  engagement  In  tfaloh  the  regi¬ 
ment  has  participated  since  its  arrival  in  Vietnam,  and  the  quality  of  tha  opposing 
force  was  above  that  of  oither  the  2?|*tn  or  275th  Regtrunte  previously  engaged  by 
the  11th  Armored  Cavalry* 

15.  (U)  lessons  learned. 


Oo  Operaticne, 

(1)  Item;  Booby  trapped  roadblocks. 

Discus sion i  When  a  log  constructed  obstacle  was  encountered  it 
wee  usually  found  to  bo  tooby  trapped  with  a  sizeable  explosive  charge*  HS 

rounds  were  utilized  to  detonate  the  ivxplosive  charge. 

Observation;  Log  barricades  should  be  checked  for  booty  trepe 
before  attesting  to  rsnove"  them. 

(2)  Item;  Trail  breaking  equipment. 

Discus af  oat  Mined  roads  and  the  lank  of  suitable  trail*  required 
trucked  vehicles  to  create  tnelr  own  trails*  The  most  effective  trail  breaker  was 
the  tank  mounted  dozer,  With  the  blade  raised  off  the  ground  approximately  12  inches 
it  was  ahla  to  break  through  an  area  more  efficiently  and  quickly  than  a  regular  tank* 

Observation;  Tank  dot are  are  effective  In  breaking  trills  through 
heavy  jungle  foliage , 

(3)  Item;  FM  radio  frequency  conflicts. 

Discussion;  Close  coordination  between  units  not  fadlltf  with 
each  o there  operations  Is  neoessary  to  avoid  FM  frequency  ocnflleta. 

Obeervattcni  Prior  coordination  cn  a^n lament  of  FM  frequencies 
avert e  future  conflicts. 

(It)  Item;  Dtillzation  of  VKF  equipment. 
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Discussion  i  When  utilizing  VHF  equipment  it  is  necessary  to  re¬ 
adjust  the  channels  at  least  four  tines  a  day  due  to  temperature  changes.  This  is 
normally  necessary  in  ths  morning,  at  noon,  in  the  late  afternoon  and  at  night. 

Observation!  Frequent  temperature  changes  require  periodic  daily 
adjustment  of  VHF  channels. 

(5)  Item;  Committment  of  Aviation  fire  support  slaraorrts. 

Dlocussionr  Cnee  significant  contact  has  been  established,  the 
ground  canmander  should  assign  a  mission  to  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  sleraents.  This 
precludes  the  ground  ccrneander^Trcm  having  to  continually  control  both  ground  and 
air  elements.  Example  i  Screen  along  ths  rlvsr  between  coordinates  WT123lk56  and 
WT 321651*  and  north  1500  meters,.  This  area  then  becomes  the  responsibility  of  the 
Air  Cavalry  Troop  oamnander  wCdls  ary  movement  and  fire  outside  the  area  would 
require  normal  boundary  coordination.  Aircraft  oould  also  be  diverted  to  other 
missions  for  limited  periods. 

Cbaarvstlani  Assignment  of  specific  missions  and  A0<s  by  the 
ground  eccmander  (in  contact)  to  ths  Air  Cavalry  Troop  s chances  ths  troop's  capa¬ 
bilities  «1  Efficiency. 

(6)  Item*  Enployment  of  guns  hips. 

Discussion!  •  When  flying  restrictions  over  the  battle  field  pro¬ 
hibit  low  level  reconnaissance,  gunships  should  not  be  held  er hi  ting  overhead. 
Continuous  use  increases  ths  hours  on  the  aircraft  and  maintenance  required  to  Seep 
them  operational;:  Flying  time  is  like  money  In  the  bank  -  ones  It's  spent  it’s  gone 
until  the  next  payday  (scheduled  maintenance). 

Observation!  Maintain  gunshipe  on  an  "on  call1*  basis  as  targets 
-vavar  in  ths  battle  area. 

(7)  Item  Night  landings  in  'I, eld  locations. 

Discussior*  Prior  to  darkness  forward  landing  areas  should  be 
prepared  for  possible  'night,  landings.  Pads  should  be  marked  at  dusk,  and  Hi  utillssi 
as  a  honing  signal;  broadcast  inferaation  as  to  wind  and  existing  dust  conditional 
keep  the  area  free  of  antennas. 

Observation!  prior  planning  and  preparation  of  forward  landing 
areas  facilitates  night  landings. 

(6)  Item*  Tank  Recovery. 

Discussion  r  When  a  tank  becomes  mired  in  soft  ground,  it  was  found 
that  £tecq>ts  to  "rook"  ihelank  out  proved  futile.  In  fact  all  suoh  efforts  produced 
was  a  more  complicated  recovery  problem. 

Observation!  Tank  ere  should  be  Instructed  not  to  keep  using 
rocking  techniques  ones  it  beocmea  apparent  they  cannot  extract  themselves. 

(9)  Itemi  Recovery  of  tanks  by  ACAV1  a. 

Discussion!  The  ACAV  has  been  found  to  ha  a  very  usefull  Item 
of  squipmant  for  recovering  tanks,  ACAV 'a  hooked  In  tandem  can  perform  many  reoovery 
missions.  A  mired  tank  may  require  as  many  as  five  or  as  fsw  as  two  ACAV  ’a  to  do  the 
Job.  Since  a  single  cable  is  liable  to  snap,  double  cables  should  be  used  wherever 
possible.  This  is  a specially  true  between  ths  last  ACAV  and  the  mired  tank  and  the 
first  two  pulling  ACAV's. 

Observation!  If  a  VTR  is  not  available,  tanks  can  be  recovered  by 
ACAV's  hooked  in  tandem.  Imagination  and  proper  recovery  techniques  om  save  long 
delays  waiting  fer  a  VTR  and  also  free  recovery  vehicles  for  more  demanding  operations. 

f10)  Itemt  Grata ot  mar  VC  base  caps. 
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Discussion:  Qa  tiro  oocasaions  vhan  search  and  destroy  elements 
encountered  organiaeA  contaot  in  the  vicinity  of  a  base  omp,  the  Viet  Ceng  deployed 
and  withdrew  so  as  to  lead  the  pursuing  elements  away  fren  their  base  oatp* 

Observation  t  Always  oonduct  a  thorough  search  or  the  entire  area 
after  contact  with  a  withdrawing  VC  force  has  been  broken* 

(11)  Itemt  Viet  Cong  ambushes, 

Djacu33lon;  A  frequently  encountered  Viet  Cong  tactio  when  oper¬ 
ating  any  fran  roads,  was  the  3  to  5  man  ambush.  These  an  bush  cell  a  oriented  on 
trails  units  had  made  through  the  Jungla.  Hie  ambush  vas  usually  set  up  in  the  jungle 
several  meters  fran  the  edge  of  the  trail.  The  ambush  force  waited  for  a  column  to 
go  by  and  almost  invariably  fired  on  the  last  vehicle  or  an  ACAV  towing  another  ACAV. 
They  were  usually  aimed  with  at  least  on*  anti-tank  weapon,  either  an  RPG-2  or  heat 
type  rifle  grenade.  AT  weapons  were  flmd  first  then  small  arms,  and  then  the  team 
rapidly  evacuated  the  area  over  a  preplanned  route.  Sometimae  the  last  vehiole 
leaving  a  clearing  might  be  ambushed. 

Observation  i  The  potential  ’threat  of  small  ambushes  oan  be  ndn- 
imined  by  a  vigorous  recon  by  fire  any  time  an  existing  trail  is  being  used,  eft  in  if 
only  far  the  first  time.  The  last  vehicle  must  direct  its  attention  to  the  rear  and 
ohculd  wver  the  area  with  fire  as  the  column  progresses.  Rsconning  by  fire  prevents 
the  Viet  Cong  from  setting  up  aiming  pednte  resulting  im  many  misses. 

(12)  Item:  Viet  Cong  mines. 

Discussion:  Ths  Viet  Cong  made  limited  but  effeotive  uss  of  mines. 
They  generally  were  to  be  found  In  defiles,  or  along  ths  edges  of  woodlines,  or  at 
natural  stream  oros sings.  They  were  normally  employed  in  pairs. 

Observation:  Approaches  to  areas  of  restricted  movement  *ould 
be  swept  for  mines  prior  to  passing  through. 

(13)  Item!  Location  of  Viet  Cong  base  areas. 

Discussion:  Vist  Cong  base  oamps  were  generally  found  within  500 
meters  of  clearlngs"anl" near  water.  Trails  were  numerous  leading  into  the  bass  areas 
and  usually  were  covered  by  defensive  positions  along  them. 

Observation:  H&I  fires  should  be  placed  around  the  clearings,  not 
in  them.  Any  trail  leading  out  of  i  clearing  should  be  thoroughly  reconned  by  fire 
prior  to  proceeding.  Artillery  should  be  adjusted  into  the  are A  so  that  fires  can 
be  accuretely  placed  in  front  of  the  advancing  unit. 

(ll*)  Itemt  Vehicle  recovery. 

Discussion:  Vehicle  recovery  is  a  difficult  task  in  the  jungle , 
due  to  the  limited  number  oT- tow  bars  available  and  the  lucrative  target  which  a 
domed  vehiole  presents  to  the  enemy. 

Observation:  Each  platoon  should  have  a  tow  bar  readily  available. 
Towed  ve.  deles  whould  never  be  placed  at  the  end  of  a  column  since  the  last  vehicle 
was  the  one  most  frequently  hit.  The  last  vehicle  must  be  reddy  and  able  tc  fight 
and  not  be  incumbered  by  other  requirements.. 

(15)  Item:  Employment  of  tanks. 

Pis suasion:  The  tank  proved  to  ba  a  valuable  asset  in  the  jungles 
of  TAI  NIMH  Province,  not  only  for  its  firepower,  but  also  for  its  ability  to  crush 
trails  across  broad  expanses  of  otherwise  impenetrable  jungle.  However,  recovery  of 
tanks  was  a  difficult  and  complicated  task. 

Observation:  Extreme  care  must  be  exercised  when  moving  tanks 
through  Jungle  terrain,  as  a  disabled  or  mired  tank  will  result  in  a  major  recovery 
operation.  Security  will  also  present  a  difficult  problem. 
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b.  Peroonnal* 

(l)  Item*  Base  canp  personnel  requirements. 

Discussion*  Duty  personnel  ar*'  def^uitely  required  during  hours 
of  darkness  when  the  Regiment  Is  loceted  In  an  are*  which  oan  not  be  reached  by  radio. 
Qualified  personnel  must  be  on  duty  2l*  hours  a  day  to  receive  and  process  repents  which 
can  only  be  submitted  through  land  line  facilities  >  'xght  due  to  the  heavy  daytime 
traffio. 


Obeervatloh*  When  direct  radio  communications  with  forward  area 
are  not  possible,  a~5ITHourTSnlnletrative  operations  center  muet  be  maintained  at 
the  base  camp. 

(2)  Item  Medical  liaison  personnel. 

Discussion*  During  an  operation,  liaison  personnel  are  necceeeary 
in  eech  of  the  hoapltale  treating  the  regiment's  casualties  to  preclude  unnecessary 
delay  in  reporting  or  losing  track  of  the  casualty ' e  thereabouts.  Cbe  casualty  remain¬ 
ed  unidentified  for  a  period  of  6  days  due  to  improper  tagging  by  the  attending  medio, 
uaavarencsB  of  the  man's  presence  by  the  hospital,  and  incorrect  dLscription  of  the 
man's  wounds  by  higher  headquarters  when  attempting  to  trace  hie  identity  through 
ohannels.  The  entire  situation  could  psesdbly  have  been  alleviated  had  cne  of  the 
regiments'  liaison  personnel  been  on  hand  to  report  the  casualties  entry  and  depart¬ 
ure  from  the  hospital  and  the  seriousness  of  the  individual's  wounds, 

Observation*  On  major  operations,  a  casualty  reporting  liaieon 
team  must,  as  a  minimum,  be  located  at  the  nearest  medical  or  evacuation  hospital 
to  the  operational  area. 

(3)  Item*  Supporting  c airier  aircraft  (C7-A)  sertioe. 

Discussion:  Since  the  supporting  Caribou  is  tbs  only  soheduled 
mode  of  transporting  bulk  quantities  of  supplies  and  relatively  large  numbers  of 
personnel,  the  aircraft  is  invariably  swamped  by  unmanageably  large  loads.  To  pre¬ 
clude  this,  daily  manifests  were  prepared  the  evening  before  eech  t±  jht.  Priori tiles, 
and  their  establishment,  were  made  by  cos  central  authority  based  upon  input  on 
deadline  date  and  tactical  requirement e  in  the  fiald. 

Cbeervatlon*  The  regimental  adjutant  mist  receive  reports  fren 
all  subordinate  units  on  volume  and  weight  of  personnel  and  equipment  for  movement 
from  base  camp  to  the  forward  area  so  that  complete  manifests  oan  be  prepared, 
based  upon  tactical  commitments  and  requirements. 

(It)  Item*  Utilisation  of  organic  oourier  aircraft. 

Discussion*  A  courier  helicopter  must  be  plaoed  at  the  o crap  lota 
disposal  of  the  regEwnfcal  5-1  jo  arable  him  to  make  his  daily  liaison  flights. 
Additionally,  the  basing  of  such  al:  raft  in  the  rear  area  would  enable  the  Adjutant 
to  make  emergency  airlifts  of  mail  and  personnel  in  tbe  event  the  C7-A  oourier 
airareft  is  diverted. 

Cbeervatlon*  Administrative  requirements  during  combat  ope  rations 
necessitate  tbs  assignment  of  a  oourier  helioopter  to  the  S-l  on  a  full  time  basis. 
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
